THE FUTURE IN IRELAND. 


The twenty-pinth anual mage tin ig of the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants in 
G6 Bt. Andrew eire, Vubiin, on Weduecoday, 
avid Leliord (President) in the chair, 

The Chairman, in addressin’ the meeting, said 
that it was astonishing to conlemplate how every 
aspect of life had been allected by the war, and to 
uote how it had been reepousibice lor a mass of new 
loclaiation. W in Ireland had euffered les than 
most of the belligerent lowers, 
the siruggie had allecied chartered accountaals 
a body directiy by the depiction of their stalls 
through enlistment, by the numbers of high 
polntments given Ww the heads of the prolcesion, 
mhainiy in England, and liy the volume of new work 
fendered necemary by the recent Finance Acta. 
lt had affected them indirectly through ite effects 
on the industries and commerce of the country. 
and it was aiso responsibie for the email deficiency 
showh on the income and expenditure account now 
submitted fer approval and adoption. This de 
ficiency Was entirely due t the fart that members 
who had joined the Cours were cxempt from pay- 
ing their subecriplion, and the Association wag, 
therefore, not ashamed of it, Their Instriute has 
contributed 97 members and clerks for active ser- 
vice, and a Dumber of them had aiready given 
their lives for their country Within the last few 
daye he had heard that two members of his own 
staff had been killed in the present offensive. The 
balance sheet, as audited by Mr. Mayes and Mr, 
Woodworth, disclosed a strona financial position, 
amd the Ceuncil felt no anxiety regarding the 
future. Their chief functions since the outbreak 
of war had been to educaie, examine, and maintain 
diacipline, and in carrying out these duties he 
would like to emphasise the valuable agmistance 
they had received from their abie honorary secre 
tary. The profession of accountancy had made 
great etrides during the paet few years, and, ii 
placed on a proper feoting, would, in his opinien, 
be the finest In the worid. So long, however, aa 
it was lawful for a unqualified man to practice 
and tout for business the public would not be wel 
arved. Although Ireland could not claim to be 
great industrial nation, he ventured to prophecy a 
bright future for their profession, because there 
was a large unexplored field still open for develop 
ment. When the war waa over'the labour quce 
tion would beeome very acuic; pledges have been 
made to the trade unions which moet be kept, and 
he fore@aw many echemes of profit-sharing, in the 
esiablidhment of which the aaistance of aceount- 
ante would be mos! valuable He would make no 
excnse for again alluding to the important quce 
tions of income tax and excess profits dut?. The 
complications resulting from the Finance Acta be 
came greater every year, and it was becoming in: 
creasingly diffc ult to comply with the requiremé¢nla 
of surveyor le excess profita duty had now 
been raid to 80 per cent., with a 5; income tax 
on the balance This further tax on industry had 
not been favourably received, and there was 
danwer that it will diseourare initiative and eco 
nemy in management. The members of this Inet! 
tute had a creat responsibility imposed upon them, 
aud he again impressed upon them the daty of 
assisting the Surveyor in their district In every 
reasonable way. consistent with their duty to their 
clients. He moved the adontion of the repert of 
the Conneil and the statement of accounts for the 
year 1916.

Presiding at the annual general meeting of 
shareholders in this company, which was held 
esterday in London, Sir Owen Philipps, 
kOMG, M.P., said that, “ou in the 
public mind this company was most closely asso- 
ciated with the shipping trade to and from the 
West Coast of Africa, it also carried on many 
other important enterprises in various parts of 
the weal, having large interests in the ocean 
carrying trades of the Far Hast, the Gulf of 
Mexico, between Canada and South Africa, and 
elsewhere, The profits shown in the. accounts, 
therefore, had been earned over. a very wide 
area. With regard to West African produce, 
he had frequently referred to the efforts which 
had been made by the company to foster mar- 
kets in Great Britain for its various ucts, 
and had drawn attention to the extent to which 
some of the nfdst valuable of the raw materials 
of industry exported from those British posses- 
sions hed found, before the war, their best, 
and, in certain notable instances, almost their 
only, market in Germany. The position that 
day was that the principal West African pro- 
ducts had been found essential to Great Britain 
for manufacture into food and munitions of war. 
The prices for raw materials had been fixed, 
and the Government was now in a position to 
control the manufacture, distribution, and sale 
of the resultant products of the West Coast of 
Africa. The policy of the directors was, there- 
fore, in keeping the rates of freight at a low 
level. Every effort had been made to meet the 
requirements of all shippers at -the different 
parts of the coast, and the fullest possible con- 
sideration had been given to the needs of those 
who had been long established in the trade. In 
1916, in spite of enhanced difficulties, he was 
pleased to be able to report that the company 
earried from West African ports over 7 per cent. 
more produce than they did in the year 1915, 
and the imports of palm kernels into Liverpool 
and Hull reached a record total. They 
had been so far able to maintain their regular 
service from New York to West Africa, which 
had been of great benefit to the British West 
African Colonies. The company’s steamers had 
been continuously employed during the year, 
and they were loyally co-operating with the 
Shipping Controller in carrying out the policy 
of the Government with reference to shipping. 
The total amount realised by the Government 
from the sale of enemy properties in Nigeria 
amounted to over £383,000, and it was reported 
that with one exception all the properties were 
acquired by British firms. The company had ob- 
tained a fine building site at Port Harcourt, and 
as soon as circumstances permitted it 
waa their intention to erect suitable 
offices upon that site. The continu- 
ance of the war had made it impossible 
for the Government to make material progress 
in the extension of the railways in West Africa, 
but what had already been done had proved of 
incalculable advantage in opening up the in- 
terior, and promoting the prosperity and well- 
being of the West African Colonies. The esti- 
mated output of coal from West Africa for 1917 
was 60,000 tons. He concluded by moving the 
adontion of the report and accounts.
